THE NORTH SHOULD BE REC- 
OGNIZED. 


Referring to the interview of 
Hon. E. P. McCabe, ex-Auditor of 
Kansas, in last Wednesday issue 
of the “St. Louis Globe Demo 
crat, one of the most enterprising 
and widely circulated Republican 
journals in the country, we must 
congratulate that gentleman on 
his manly utterances as well as up- 
on the happy selection of this time 
at which to force an issue upon the 
relative merits of colored politicians 
and colored voters at the South 
and North.

melled expression of the popular 
will, must precede of necessity, 
the means of material and social 
advancement in a broad sense. Up- 
on the matter of official recognition 
a8 a measure and acknowledge- 
ment of party strength. Mr. Mc- 
Cabe speaks with no uncertain 
sound. He does not assume the at- 
titaude of a croaker or an apoligist, 
nor does he speak in the role of a 
prophet; but “speaks right out” 
in the interest of the whole race. 


FOR DEPUTY MARSHAL. 


Mr. R. D. Raffin, the only color- 
ed man on the Grand. Marshal’s 
staff in the inauguration procession 
on March 4th, is a candidate for 
Deputy United States Marshal. 
Mr. Ruffin is the President of the 
Eagle Republican club of West 
Washington, which was the only 
club duriug the campaign that rais- 
ed a Harrison and Morton pole. Mr. 
Ruffin has quite arecord and has 
filled many important positions 
during his life, When he wasin 
Virginia he was elected Sheriff of 
Alexandria, Countyfin ’74, which 
position he filled with honor and 
dignity. When Mr. Wells was 
governor of Virginia, Mr. Ruffin 
was appointed assistant revenue 
collector which position he declined. 
He was also nominated police jus- 
tice and was defeated by two votes, 
but others say he was fairly elected. 
Afterwhich he moved to this city 
where he has _ taken an active part 
in local politics, and has made 
himself quite active and useful. 

As Deputy United States Mar- 
shal it is claimed by his numerous 
white and colored supporters that 
he is entitled to it and there is no 
doubt but that he would make an 
excellent officer. Mr. Raffin is one 
of the most dignified and enterpris- 
ing men in this city, having a 
large real estate business on 11th 
St., three doors below F st., where 
he and bis accomplished clerk are 
kept continually busy. There is 
no man appreciated in this com- 
muuity and who has a large circa- 
lation of friends more than Mr.
